@ DATE AND TIME: Thursday, April 9, 1987 from 7:30 - 9:00 p.m. (Local Time) 


@ FREQUENCY: 28300 to 28500 KHz (NEW 10 METER Novice/Technician SSB subband) 
Start working on the “lower end" (28300 KHz) and move up from there. 


© OBJECTIVE: To work as many stations as possible during the contest period and in so doing 
promote the spirit of friendly competition and sportsmanship. To improve our proficiency in 
making SSB contacts and to give all participants a chance to meet fellow club members and 
others in the amateur community. TO WELCOME ALL NOVICE AND TECHNICIAN OPERATORS TO 
THEIR NEW ENHANCED OPERATING PRIVILEGES. New and inexperienced operators are especially 
invited to participate. 


@ EXCHANGE: Call, Name and City (example: KB 7AFU/N, Joanne, Tigard) 


@ SCORING: All contacts with Novice stations (signing /N “stroke N") or Technician stations 
(signing /T “stroke T“) count as two (2) points each. All other contacts count as one (1) point. 
Each different call sign prefix (i.e. W7, K7, WA7, WB7, KA7, KB7, etc.) counts as a 
multiplier. 


For example, during the contest you work five Novice/Technician stations and fifteen others. 
Further, you compile ten call sign prefixes. Your total claimed score would be 250 points, 
calculated as follows: 


© contacts x 2 points per contact = 10 points

Cranke-up telescoping pipe masts are 
snother poplar way to support han 
antennas. hese tend to be 
bracketed to a Building or ; 
freestanding and can extend as high 
as 55 feet or so. A medium sized 
tribsanod beam is shout the maxinum 
load for the top. Usually, the . 
rotator is at the bottom which is 
convenient in case of Failure. 


With the rotator at the Bottom, the 
entire mast is rotated and a 
eanteaonsas sttached to it at all levels 
rotate pith it. 


There is a special type of telescoping 
ipe mast that works _like 2 
ydraulic cylinder. These are made. 
right here in Oregon. There is an oil 
reservoir to hold the hydraulic fluid 
then the tower is down and an . 
optional limit switch that turns orf 
the cil pump when the tower is fully 
axtended. me han I know had one of 
these towers and chose not to 
urchase the optional 
imit switch. Instead, he 
trrould listen for the pump 
motor to lug down when 
the tower was Fully ; 
raised and then switch it 
off manually. 
Unfortunately, one day 
while the tower was being 
Funped MB he put on the head 
Oshones to listen to the band. It was 
aot! So hot, in Fact, that he forgot 
ahout the tower and did not hear the 
lugged down FUN. It continued tea 
PMP and it heated the gil. One of 
he rubber oil hoses broke and there 
Was a major oil spill in his Gack yard! 
What oa mess! Fifty quarts of 
transmission fluid had to be cleaned 
up and replaced. 


after that problem was fixed, some 
lesks in the "oc" rings developed and 
the mast had to be taken dotrn and 
rebuilt. When it worked, it was 
great, but the maintenance problems 
Were unique and sometimes difficult 
toa sole. 


Probshly the best kind of crank—-up 
ever put on the market is made by 
Tri Ex and is_called the Sky Heedle. 
The largest Sky Needles will telescope 
to about 90 feet, hold several large 
wonohand yagis and cost about. 
415,000. They require no guy wires 
and have the to 0 or soa feat 
rotating. This allows same limited. 
stacking and phasing of antennas 
rotating together. afor-tunoately, 
this system is well beyond the 
Financial means of nearly all hans. I 
do know trro hams in 
the grester 
Portland area that 
onn Sky Needles. 
Heither has ewer. 
had =» problem as far 
mas I knot. 


- eomethere im all of this gqrief 
crank-ups ans tilt-o7vers mu: 
sone good news. The good ner 

that companies like Rohm still make 


good, reliable towers like models <5 
and 45 that are economical and not 
hard to install. Of course, these 
aren't crsank-ups sand that's their 
best feature. 


l am constantly asked how much 25 or 
45 can be safely put up without guy 
wires. The answer depends upon 
many variables such as: 


1. What type of antennas Are you 
wong to put on top of itt . 

2. How strong do you expect the wind 
to blow? ; 

3. How much "safety margin" do you 
want to Build into it? 


Rohn provides some information to 
help you. For exanple, there are 
free printed sheets available fron 
Rohn dealers that provide a table of 
specific non-guyed toner 
configurations. The table shows the 
maxinum height with no antennss on 
the totrer and again with two square 
feet of antennas on the tower. Two 
square feet is a very small load. A 
HyGain THEDXA is over eight square 
feet. he tables also show safe 
heights with oa couple of different 
safety factors. The problem is that Il 
have never seen 3a single installation 
that fits the tables. 


I believve Rohn has a very good 
reason for providing information 
this nay; ey kno no one installs 
towers like the table suggests. In 
case of failure, Rohn can take the 
osition that "their advice was not 
ollowed to the letter" and therefore 
they are not 
responsible. Let's 
Face 1f, in our ; 
lansuit-happy society 
they have ta Behave 
in this way for their 
onmm Protection! 


Fohn provides other 

data, too, on guy . 

anchors, quy materials, comcrete Base 
construction and just where to place 
anchors and guys for 3 safe 
installation. Again, the data rarely 
matches = real situation so the 
typical ham needs more help to 
ensure 2 safe installation. 


Rehn can help again, but this tine 
it's not free. They have consulting 
engineers who can design your 
system for you for _ | Price. Long 
ago, | asked about how much that 
might cost. The answer was so gross 
that I have detreloped = mental Block 
about it. All I can remember is that 
I'll not bother to ask again. 


If vou have any close personal 
friends who are structural 
engineers, you might arrange to swap 
some labor like, they design your 
tater and you remodel their house. 
Ur, you can slways ask someone who 
has had seversl toners standing for 
ewer 10 years how they did it. 


FIELD DAY SITE COMMITTEE REPORT 
Dear OTVARC Members: March 24, 1987 


In October, 1986, club President Greg Milnes, W7AGQ appointed the undersigned to 
investigate alternative sites to our present Field Day location. This appointment was as 
a direct result of discussions held at the September, 1986 regular club meeting in which 
the membership decided the committee should review and recommend three sites and 
report back to the club by April, 1987. What follows is that report of the Site 
Committee's findings. 


On October 14 and November 18, 1986, the committee held two open “town hall" meetings 
to solicit input from the general membership. Several members did attend those 
meetings and provided the committee with suggestions for site review, as well as 
criteria for examining those sites. Based upon those two meetings, and further 
committee discussions, the committee then formulated its evaluation criteria using the 
following factors: 


Distance from Beaverton Camping Facilities Accessible for Autos 
Sanitary Facilities Cooking Facilities Use Restrictions 
Trees/Technical Assistance Terrain Condusive to RF Proximity to Neighbors 
Media Access/Public Exposure “Red Tape" to Obtain Use Cost of Facility 


Proximity to Emergency Services Location in Washington County 


Each characteristic was weighted equally, with no one limitation taking priority eee 
another. Of major concern to the committee, however, is the proximity to neighbors, 
which could create bad will contrary to good amateur procedures. 


The following sites were personally inspected by the Committee, based upon 
recommendations from committee and individual club members: 


Cedar Hills Park Champoeg State Park Kennedy Park 
Maiken Farm Silver Falls State Park WA6KLA Hilltop 


Each committee member was provided a scoring sheet for each location, and instructed 
to independently grade each factor on a scale from 1 to 10. There was to be no 
collaboration on scoring between members, although aspects of each site's uniqueness 
would be discussed during each inspection. Committee members were encouraged to 
take notes in aide of their findings. 


Following completion of all site inspections, scoring sheets were tallied by the Committee 
Chairman and anonymously presented to the committee in tabular form to eliminate 
any personal bias between each of the members. The committee agreed to accept the 
three highest average scores as the basis for its decision and further agreed that it 
would not disclose the actual scores, nor ranking of them to the general membership. 


Accordingly, the Field Day Site Committee recommends the following sites for approval 
by the general membership at its May regular meeting (in alphabetical order): 


Cedar Hills Park Champoeg State Park Maiken Farm 


FIELD DAY SITE COMMITTEE REPORT MARCH 24, 1987 


To assist the membership with a qualitative guide to the sites, we provide a table 

me listing the criteria mentioned above and relatively objective comments on each. The 
committee encourages those interested members to personally visit each of these 
recommended sites prior to the May meeting. Committee members will be available to 
answer questions about their recommendation. 


The committee thanks the membership for allowing it the opportunity to research this 
important issue and to provide input towards the club's decision.
